TIMELY WARNING 


In their efforts to warn the pub- 
lic against unscrupulous advertisers 


of nursery stock, nurserymen_ this 
month had the great assistance ol 
one of the most widely circulated 


magazines in the country. The May 
issue of the Readers’ Digest carried, 
as its monthly report to consumers, 
an article entitled “Warning All 
Gardeners,” in reference to the types 
of offers most frequently employed 
by the irresponsible promoters who 
use magazines, newspapers, radio 
and television at this time of 
to unload low-grade stock on gar- 
deners who succumb to the lure of 
bargain prices. 

The article agrees with the better 
business bureau that most adver- 
tisers of garden stock are honest and 
reliable, and the gardener should 
not hesitate to buy from them by 
mail. The purpose of the article is 
to enable gardeners to distinguish 
dishonest advertisements from honest

ones. 
As examples of the advertised 
offers that need scrutiny are men- 


tioned rosebushes offered at less 
than $2 a dozen, multiflora roses 
included in hybrid tea _ rose lists, 


blue undersize tulip bulbs, 
common bulbs given deceptive new 
names, shade and fruit trees that 
are mere switches of 14 or 15 inches 
high, and hedge plants that turn out 
to be rooted cuttings or seedlings.

To spot gyp ads, gardeners are 
advised to compare prices with those 
quoted by nurserymen of known 
reputation, to be on guard against 
indefinite descriptions instead of 
those of exact caliber or diameter, 
to scrutinize advertisements for the 
age of the plants, whether nursery- 
grown and for the plant’s botanical 
name. If the plant is advertised as 
new, the gardener should look for 
the date of introduction or the rea- 
son why it is described as new. 

If a gardener feels that he has 
been gypped, he is advised not only 
to return the merchandise and de- 
mand his money back, but also to 
protest to the newspaper, magazine, 
radio or television station which car-

ried the advertisement, inasmuch as 
most reputable media are trying to 
check or eliminate irresponsible 
advertisers. 

If the many gardeners who have 
been swindled by dishonest adver- 
tisements take the advice of the 
Readers’ Digest article and protest 
in the fashion described, such crook- 
ed promoters will not be long in 
business. 


WHO HAS THE NERVE? 

Ironically, while comments appeat 
in this magazine about the diffi- 
dence of nurserymen in regard to 
pricing their merchandise, firms pre- 
viously unknown in this field offer 
plants to the public at prices as 
exorbitant as the made 
in their advertising.

The latest example is a large col- 
ored circular received through the 
mail offering Lythrum Morden’s 
Pink, a hardy herbaceous perennial 


by no means new, at $2.98 for two 
plants or $6.95 for six plants. 
That figures at the rate of $1.49 


a plant or as low as $1.16 per plant 
in lots of six, exclusive of postage 
charges and C.O.D. Most 
nurserymen’s catalogs list this plant 
at 50 cents and the 
highest price for it seen by this writer 
in any current catalog is 80 cents.

But the price asked pales beside 
the claims for the plant. The head- 
lines scream about 17,000 from one 
single plant. Apparently the florets 
were counted to attain that figure. 
for further paragraphs mention a 
plant’s producing 200 magnificent 
flowering spikes up to 21% feet high, 
the plant measuring five feet tall by 
five feet wide. Paragraph after para- 
graph, each one ending in an ex- 
clamation point, carries on the 
description in the same vein. 

Maybe the answer to the trade’s 
price problem is that responsible 
nurserymen, being modest in word- 
ing the plant descriptions in their 
catalogs, are likewise modest in their 
pricing. Perhaps we should put an 
exclamation point at the end of that 
paragraph, too. 


TRIAL AVOIDS ERROR 


Enthusiasm for the labor-saving 
virtues of new chemical products is 
likely to overcome ordinary pru- 
dence, especially when labor is as 
expensive as it now is. That has been 
found true of some of the newer in- 
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secticides and more particularly of 
the chemicals found either to stimu- 
late or inhibit the growth of plants 
Hormones have found their prope: 
place after some years of trial and 
The chemical weed control 
agents are being sorted out through 
experiment as to the fitting use of 
each. Soil conditioners are 
applied more advantageously as thei 
limitations are known.

hydrazide, which was to 


along walks, borders and fences, and 
to banks and slopes. It does not in- 
hibit growth so much as direct it 
laterally instead of vertically. The 
effect is that of pinching chrysanthe- 
mums—indeed, such plants sprayed 
with a weak solution act like pinched 
plants. So a lawn sprayed entirely 
with maleic hydrazide becomes un- 
even and lumpy, a result overlooked 
at the edges but undesirable over a 
wide flat area. The chemical still 
seems useful to control hedges, a val- 
uable characteristic to be sure. 

New products offer possibilities 
that attention, trial and 
study. The progressive nurseryman 
will be alert to their prospects. But 
the old caution about new insecti- 
cides applies to the chemicals devel- 
oped for other uses: Try them, but 
try them in a limited way until their 
response to your own environment is 
definitely understood.

FORCE OF EXAMPLE 


Less than a decade ago, when the 
landscape planting of industrial 
buildings was first considered as a 
possible subject for promotion by 
nurserymen, examples were hard to 
find. They were limited to the exten- 
sive factory layouts of a few larg 
corporations. Postwar industrial ex- 
pansion, plus the removal from the 
central districts of large cities to the 
outskirts, afforded an opportunity to 
consider such premises on a_hori- 
zontal basis, rather than a vertical 
Instead of thinking about building 
higher skyscrapers as office and fac- 
tory space became more in demand, 
the architects projected low build- 
ings over an acreage site. The por- 
tion of the acreage unusued at th 
outset thereupon became a matter ol 
consideration, and the old dump piles 
and mud holes were changed into 
lawns and shrubbery plantings.

A. A. N. ANNOUNCES NEW 
LANDSCAPING CONTEST 
The American’ Association of 
Nurserymen has announced the sec- 
ond annual “Plant America” indus- 
trial landscaping competition, with 
awards for 1955 to be presented for 
achievement in industrial landscap- 
ing and beautification contributing 
to employee and civic pride in our 
American heritage. 

Any industrial organization, busi- 
ness firm, service organization, in- 
stitution or its authorized representa- 
tive may compete, as may any nurs- 
eryman, landscape architect or land- 
scape contractor. 

Awards will be presented in three 


classifications: (1) Manufacturing. 
including research buildings, pub- 
lishing firms, etc.; (2) service estab- 


lishments, including utilities, hotels, 
motels, apartment houses, restau- 
rants, filling stations, stores, etc., 
and (3) public and private institu- 
tions. 

Both national and regional “Plant 
America” awards will be given on 
the basis of the quality of the plant- 
ing and beautification as evaluated 
by the judges. 
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Study Taxus at Ohio Herbarium 


The first cultivated in 
America were brought by English 
colonists. These English yews sur- 
vived along the Atlantic seaboard 
and inland south of Washington, 
D. C. The Japanese yew was intro- 
duced in the early 1860's and was 
later sold by Parson’s Nursery, 
Flushing, N. Y. 

The demand for yews was appar- 
ently not great until the development 
of the Anglojap or media hybrids by 
T. D. Hatfield at the Hunnewell es- 
tate, Wellesley, Mass., before World 
War I. This demand was met by im- 
porting plants from European nurs- 
eries. 


yews 


With increasing interest in yews 
and the supply from Europe stopped 
by quarantine 37, nurserymen propa- 
gated plants from any available 
source. The plants were sold as su- 
perior varieties under the grower’s 
name or the name currently in de- 
mand. The confusion which resulted 
from this practice continues to hin- 
der the trade in this valuable and 
useful group of evergreens. 

Twelve years ago the first yews 
were planted in the Living Herbar- 
ium of Taxus at the Ohio agricul- 
tural experiment station, Wooster. 
This joint project between the Ohio 
Nurserymen’s Association and _ the 
Ohio agricultural experiment station 
is under the direction of Dr. L. C. 
Chadwick. He and some Ohio nurs- 
erymen recognized the need in the 
nursery trade for such a collection 
of the named varieties of yew. 
Today, this valuable collection is a 
living testimonial to the confused 
condition of names under which yews 
are sold. 

At the present time, there are 106 
accessions in the collection, and syno-

nyms, homonyms and duplicates are 
being evaluated. New _ varieties, 
which are to be introduced to the 
trade, are being received for com- 
parison and evaluation. It is in this 
capacity that the Living Herbarium 
of Taxus is of greatest importance, 
because it is well-known that dupli- 
cate mutations of a variety may arise 
from time to time. Nurserymen are 
therefore encouraged to send five 
plants of any new yews for compari- 
son before the variety is released to 
the trade. This will help to clear up 
future confusion of names and varie- 
ties. 

Most of the early donations were 
in 18 to 24-inch and 24 to 30-inch 
sizes and were planted on 10x12-foot 
spacing in sod culture. Today some 
of the faster growing varieties are 
touching branches across the 10-foot 
spacing. Pruning and management 
have been kept to a minimum in 
order to determine the true charac- 
ter of the plants and permit a fair 
comparison of growth rates and ul- 
timate size. 

Many Surprises 


There are many surprises for one 
who has formed his opinion of a par- 
ticular yew from its behavior in the 
nursery from an old stock 
plant which receives a heavy annual 
shearing in the form of cutting re- 


row Ol 


moval. Plants received as columns 
and pyramids have shown their true 
nature when heavy shearing has been 
discontinued. Few plants are altered 
so readily and pefmanently by shear- 
ing as the yews. Thus, the same va- 
riety may be grown as a column by 
one nursery, a globe by another and 
a cone or pyramid by a third. Or, 
because of some mistake in collect- 
ing, labeling or transplanting during 
the production of nursery stock, the 
same variety may be grown in all 
three ways at the same nursery. Even 
more common is the growing of sev- 
eral varieties, all sheared to look 
alike, under a single name. Only in 
such a way can one explain an 
accession of five pyramidal plants, 
which have since developed into two 
Hatfields, Hicks’ and one 
Brown’s yew. These were received as 
an original introduction from the 
which donated them.

The commercial influence is no- 
ticed in the several rather inferior 


but fast-growing varieties which will 
become a salable plant in a short 
time, if sheared heavily. In the words 
of one nurseryman, “You have to 
cut them to pieces to make them 
come true.” These fast-growing vari- 
eties are sheared into any form which 


seems to the nurseryman likely to 


sell. This practice is in line with the

5 enol and south—and east and 
west as well—nurserymen are 
continuing to adapt self-service to 
their operations, giving their custom- 
ers the pleasure of personally choos- 
ing plants from the nursery’s dis- 
plays and simultaneously solving a 
personnel problem — good salesper- 
sons are hard to find. At many nurs- 
cries, such as those described in this 
article, the advantage of having in- 
formed salespersons on hand to an- 
swer questions is recognized, and 
the self-service retailing practiced is 
a modified version which gives the 
customers the same freedom to 
browse, handle stock and make 
selections which they enjoy at chain 
grocery stores yet still provides serv- 
ice for those who prefer personal 
attention, information or advice. 
Although the two nurseries dis- 
cussed in this article are far apart 
one in Texas and the other in Can- 
ada—they have a common appeal to 
the shopper who uses his car to do

the marketing, stops at the nurs- 
ery to choose his plants himself and 
carries them home, usually, in the 
trunk compartment of his car. Both 
nurseries are easily accessible by 
automobile and provide ample park- 
ing for customers’ cars. 

L. C. House & Sons retail sales- 
yards, at Dallas, Tex., and Little 
Tree Farm garden center, at Lon- 
don, Ont., Canada, serve as typical 
yet diverse examples of flourishing 
self-service operations. 


Little Tree Farm 


Generous use of glass marks the 
trim design of Little Tree Farm’s 
garden shop on Springbank drive, 
two miles west of London, Ont.., 
Canada. Both blocks and 
slanted plate glass panels are effec- 
tively utilized to create a facade of 
handsome, clean lines, which is as 
functional as it is neat and attractive. 
The broad expanse of glass across

the front of the building provides 
the small shop with maximum win- 
dow-display space, and the generous 
over-all use of glass areas in the 
building keeps the interior naturally 
bright and well lighted, even on dull, 
cloudy days. 

The firm is owned by J. E. Shuttle- 
worth, a landscape man in the vicin- 
itv for 22 years. A few years ago 
it occurred to Mr. Shuttleworth that 
he could realize a larger turnovet 
of nursery stock by having a garden 
center. The building for it was 
readied, a comprehensive garden 
shop line was stocked and the Lit- 
tle Tree Farm garden center opened 
for business January 18, 1953. It 
has prospered exceedingly well. 

The business is a family opera- 
tion. Mr. and Mrs. Shuttleworth 
wait on trade, man the cash regis- 
ter and maintain public relations 
There is one hired saleswoman. This 
small staff, by virtue of extensive 
employment of self-service, handles 
the countless chores of operating a 
garden center, a feat which could 
not be accomplished if every custom- 
er had to have individual attention. 

The nursery’s growing grounds 
are adjacent, with the density of 
the evergreen plantings perhaps 
their most notable characteristic. So 
much space is used by the plants 
that there is little room for weeds 
Many sizes of evergreens are grown, 
close together, in order that a wid 
selection of kinds and sizes will 
always be available. 

The nursery’s predilection for a 
wide selection is manifest also in the 
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heeling-in yard, which is located at 
the side of the nursery. Here, many 
species and sizes of evergreens are on 
display, with potting used exten- 
sively. 

“When a buyer comes here for a 
plant,” Mr. Shuttleworth states, “he 
has a notion of how much he wants 
to spend. If the lowest priced plant 
I have is too much more than he 
intended to spend, he will go out 
and buy nothing; but with the wide 
assortment we maintain, he has a big 
choice, and—while I believe he usu- 
ally spends more than he expected to 
when he came in—this way I have a 
size that will fit his budget, and we 
can give him about what he asks 
for.” 

Hard-hitting advertising has been 
valuable in the promotion of this 
shop. Several thousand dollars’ 
worth of newspaper space was pur- 
chased the past year, with the larg- 
est advertisements in the Friday edi- 
tion of the London Free Press. An 
attractive sketch of the firm, pre- 
pared by a skillful artist, is used as 
a part of the heading of advertise- 
ments. This sketch, repeated in each 
advertisement in the same way, sup- 
plies a continuing distinctive thread 
to the advertisements of the firm’s 
advertising campaigns. © Advertising 
is stepped up during the periods of 
the year when prospective shoppers 
are most interested in garden shop 
plants and gift items. 

Inside the garden shop, one notes 
the effective simplicity of its layout, 
which enables a large number of 
sales to be handled with efficiency 
and dispatch. Wooden tables, sep- 
arated by ample aisle space, hold a 
variety of merchandise from vases to 
racks of seeds.

Control of Red Mite 


By J. G. Rodriguez 


For the past several years sprays 
containing DDT have been used in 
controlling the holly leaf miner, 
Phytomyza ilicis (Curt.), on holly. 
In several places where this insect 
has been troublesome and where 
DDT has been used for its control, 
a pest has come to the forefront 
which is even more destructive than 
the former; namely, the southern red 
mide, Paratetranychus ilicis McG. 

Some aspects of the biology of this 
mite are noteworthy as they are im- 
portant considerations in control. In 
central Kentucky, the overwintering 
eggs begin to hatch in late March. 
The mite populations develop rapidly 
during the late spring and early 
summer months, and severe foliage 
injury can occur at this time. It is 
during April or May that a spray 
treatment should be applied. Mid- 
summer populations remain static; 
beginning in August and continuing 
through the fall months, populations 
increase once more, and injury is 
again likely to occur if an infestation 
source remains. Oviposition of over- 
wintering eggs occurs during the late 
fall months. The hosts are species of 
ilex, azalea and camellia. 
Experimental Work Done at Nursery 


One block of American holly con- 
taining about 300 trees six to eight 
feet tall were found infested with the 
southern red mite in a commercial 
nursery, Hillenmeyer Nurseries, Lex- 
ington, Ky. Plots of trees, spaced 
3x4 feet, were replicated five times 
and randomized to accommodate five 
treatments in the block. Treatments 
were made on May 28 with a jeep-

mounted power sprayer using a 50- 
gallon tank; pressure was maintained 
at 300 pounds to the square inch. 


Sufficient spray mixture was used 
to allow thorough coverage and some 
runoff. Population counts were made 
by the sampling of two sprigs of four 
to five leaves each from each tree at 
various times during a 75-day period. 
At this time, August 11, this same 
block (block A) divided into 
two large blocks of about 130 trees 
each and treated with demeton and 
Ovotran in order to achieve com- 
mercial control. About 40 trees were 
left untreated. ‘Twenty-five sprigs 
were collected at random from each 
plot for population counts. Also on 
August 11, another block

Table 1 shows the results obtained 
from the treatments applied in th 
spring when mite populations aver- 
aged about one mite to the leaf and 
the spring population build-up was 
probably at its peak. All treatments 
gave initial control; 35 days afte: 
treatment, however, mites on th 
Ovotran and DDT mixture plots had 
increased to damaging numbers. This 
treatment was included in order to 





study the influence of DDT (as a 
simulated holly leaf miner treat- 
ment), in combination with Ovo- 
tran, on mites. It is evident that 


the combination of DDT and Ovo- 
tran encouraged the increase of mite 
numbers beyond that of the un- 
treated plots. This may have been 
due to (1) DDT’s killing mite pred- 
ators, (2) poor residual action of 
Ovotran when in combination with 
DDT and (3) a combination of thes: 
factors. Demeton, one quart to 100 
gallons, was as effective as Malathion 
at that dosage. 

There is a possibility of holly leat 
miner control with demeton. Un- 
published preliminary work in 1952 
indicated that one application of 
demeton, 42 per cent, one quart to 
100 gallons, gave perfect control of 
this pest. This was applied about 
the time that the second DDT spray 
normally would have been applied 
for holly leaf miner control. Further, 
it is our opinion, that these results 
could be duplicated using demeton 
at the rate comparable to that re- 
ported here for southern red mite 
control, and obviously two pests may

Landscapes 


Plants for Indoor Use 


By Clarence E. Lewis

Indoor landscaping may be re- 
garded as the artistic arrangement 
of foliage and flowering plants in- 
side the home so that living therein 
may be more enjoyable. 

Anyone who has a genuine inter- 
est in outdoor landscaping should 
also have an appreciation of the bet- 
ter use of plants indoors. First, the 
possible plant locations should be 
studied and determined as in the 
hallway, near the picture window, 
beside the fireplace and in the vari- 
ous rooms of the home. Then, with 
the help of an experienced florist,

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE 





Forget-me-nots are among the best 
loved flowers of spring, having had 
their praises sung by poets for cen- 
turies and occupying a warm spot in 
the affections of gardeners for even 
a longer period. Yet, there is not a 
little dissatisfaction among the latter, 
especially among beginners in the art, 
because they do not always realize 
the limits of the several kinds. Of all 
the garden tragedies, few can be 
worse than to see Myosotis scor- 
pioides (palustris) stuck away in a 
hot, dry spot or to witness M. rupi- 
cola slowly pass out of the picture in 
a shallow, moisture-clogged _ soil. 
There is material here for almost 
every part of the garden, provided 
one selects the right kind for the dif- 
ferent situations that one has to fill. 
It will not be necessary to enter into 
a long discussion of the different 
forms of forget-me-nots, as they are 
mostly forms of the all-inclusive M. 
sylvatica which have received names 
in gardens. But it may be profitable 
to examine a few of the more un- 
usual phases of the genus. 


There seems to be some confusion 
about the type of plant known to gar- 
deners as Myosotis rupicola. The 
“Hortus Americanus” says it is a 
synonym of the true M. alpestris. It 
further says that the material, gener- 
ally known in gardens as M. alpestris, 
is really a form of M. sylvatica. Bo- 
tanically speaking, the gardener’s M. 
rupicola may be no more than a form 
of M. alpestris or the true alpestris, 
but from the garden standpoint it is 
entirely distinct from what we gar- 
deners know as M. alpestris. 

First of all, it is a little more diffi- 
cult to culture, requiring a deep, 
well-drained soil, and it needs more 
root moisture than is found necessary 
in the case of the other. In our trials 
years ago, it did well in a bed of half 
gravel and half sandy loam, well 
mixed with leaf mold and filled in to 
a depth of 15 or 18 inches. Then 
it seemed to do well in sun or in 
shade (during midday) so long as 
it had moisture at the roots. 


The cultural needs of the two 
plants are not the only differences 
gardeners find between M. rupicola 
and the ones they know as M. al- 
pestris (sylvatica). As an observer 


has pointed out, the former “may 
easily be known from other forms by 
the peculiarity of its central head of 
buds and blossoms being conspicu- 
ously large.” Instead of the 8-inch o1 
more stature of the gardener’s al- 
pestris, M. rupicola commences to 
bloom when it is no more than an 
inch tall. It has never grown more 
than two inches high in our trials. 
This is the true alpine forget-me-not 
and is the queen of the race so far 
as the rock garden is concerned. 
Myosotis sylvatica or M. alpestris, 
as you prefer, has been so altered by 
natural and artificial selection and by 
breeding that the term has little 
meaning to the modern gardener. 
The best bedding form that I know 
is what is known as variety stricta, 
sometimes listed as a distinct species. 


In this form the branches are all 
erect and strict, forming a tight 
clump of foliage which lends itself 
to almost any sort of manipulation 
in the garden. 

Some 20 years ago, we had a for- 
get-me-not under the label of M 
explanata for a few years, but it has 
since been lost. None of the floras 
consulted even make a mention of 
the name, so I have no idea where it 
grows naturally or what the nam 
should be, but it was a lovely, small 
flower. Imagine an inch-high plant 
with dark green leaves and large. 
white flowers with yellow eyes—here 
is a pic ture of a splendid little orna- 
ment. It grew well under M. rupicola 
treatment. 

Myosotis azorica is a fine, dark 
blue sort, probably the deepest blue

A Georgia reader has the problem 
of planting the joints of a lara 
paved terrace, preferably with a 
sweet-smelling plant, and asks for 
a suggestion. Considering his latitud 
as well as the othe phases of his 
problem, I can think of nothing bet- 
ter than the little Corsican mint. 
Mentha requieni. North of the Ohio 
river, it would have to be something 
else, for the plant is not able to stand 
really low temperatures. 

It is one of the tiniest of cushion, 
plants that I know, eliciting admira- 
tion from any gardener who beholds 
it. Nothing better for the joints of 
stone walks and paved terraces 
could well be imagined. It must have 
a constant supply of moisture, espe- 
cially if subjected to full sun. It 
spreads out broad mats of tiny leaves, 
rarely over an inch tall, emitting a 
strong peppermint odor at the light- 
est touch. The flowers, usually pal 
mauve, are on the same small scale as 
the balance of the plant. It may bi 
grown from seeds, divisions and 
cuttings. 

Galega 

If you want to see how little the 
goat’s-rues, galega, are used in 
America, glance at any representa- 
tive list of catalogs of American 
nurserymen. That is not easy to un- 
derstand, either, when we remem- 
ber that they are of the easiest pos- 
sible culture—they require no mort 
than common border treatment and 
do not need dividing like so many 
of our more popular perennials 
In addition to their ease of cul- 
ture, they have the happy habit of 
flowering through most.of the sum- 
mer and are good for cutting. Some 
representative of the genus should 
be in every garden and _ probably 
would be if nurserymen gave them 
more attention. They are legumes, 
having the pinnate foliage of that 
tribe and the peculiar pealike flowers

COVER ILLUSTRATION 


Ulmus Parvifolia 

Ulmus parvifolia, the true Chinese 
elm, should not be confused with the 
so-called Chinese elm of the trade, 
Ulmus pumila. The correct com- 
mon name of Ulmus pumila is Si- 
berian elm. 

Ulmus parvifolia is a small tree, 
usually not attaining a height of 
much over 45 to 50 feet and of rela- 
tively slow growth. It has a broad 
head, is fincly branched and has a 
tendency to hold its branches low on 
the trunk. 

This Chinese clm is a native of 
north and central China, Korea and 
Japan and was introduced in 1794. 
It is reported as being hardy in 
SO 3. 

The leaves are small, varying from 
one to two inches in length, elliptic 
to obovate in shape, toothed, glossy 
green above and somewhat lighter 
green and hairy beneath. The leaves 
become leathery in texture at matur- 
ity and take on a reddish-purple 
color in autumn. 

Ulmus parvifolia is one of the few 
elms that flower in the fall. The 
flowers are small and not decorative 
and appear in August or September. 
The fruit is a typical winged elm 
seed. Because of the difference in 
flowering period, Ulmus parvifolia 
can be readily distinguished from 
Ulmus pumila. 

Ulmus parvifolia needs a fairly 
good soil for satisfactory growth and 
transplants without much difficulty. 
As far as my observations go, it is 
less subject to serious insects and 
diseases than the more common elms. 
Being of slower growth, it is not 
nearly so susceptible to storm dam- 
age as Ulmus pumila. It may have 
poo! crotch development, however. 
Propagation is by seeds. 

Ulmus parvifolia should be useful 
as a lawn tree, for planting in larget 
areas and for street planting in some 
locations. It is recommended over 
Ulmus pumila for most situations.

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 
By E. Sam Hemming 


CACTI 

Cacti are not plants that would 
generally interest the nurseryman 
and the landscape man, yet they are 
not completely out of the territory of 
usefulness. The present urge to build 
strange architectural shapes in tying 
the house and garden together offers 
a number of opportunities for grow- 
ing and using unusual plants like 
cacti and succulents. In fact, some of 
the situations calling for plants in 
such designs could be filled only by a 
desert plant or one that could with- 
stand heat, dryness, reflection and 
rapid evaporation. 

In spite of their bizarreness, they 
do make interesting plant subjects, 
have attractive shapes and display 
some beautiful flowers. For laymen 
who are not familiar with the de- 
mands of difficult plants, they are 
much easier to raise than such hobby- 
popular plants . orchids. 

It is a bit strange for an easterner, 
residing near the Chesapeake bay, to 
write about cacti, but in my youth my 
father had an interesting collection 
of cacti for five or six years. My ex- 
perience included carelessly flicking 
the light switch one night and filling 
the back of my hand with spines. 

Cacti are largely western desert 
plants. The encyclopedias state that 
they are found only in the deserts of 
the Americas, not on other conti- 
nents. There are, however, some 
found in the east, usually the opun- 
tias. In one county on the eastern 
shore of Maryland where the soil is 
sandy (Caroline county), I have 
found a number of patches. These 
usually occur on neglected land and, 
once established, seem to thrive and 
spread in spite of the humidity. 

As in my father’s collection, these 
plants have enjoyed a certain popu- 
larity with gardeners as stove plants 
and house plants, particularly such 
types as the cereus, especially the 
night-blooming variety and such 
bizarre types as the fishhook cactus. 
We had one of those, and it certain- 
ly had vicious-looking, aptly named 
thorns. As to culture, the plants are 
best grown in pots in sandy loam, 
with little water, and wintered over 
indoors where the temperature does 
not drop too low, around 50 degrees 


Fahrenheit. While we think of cacti 
as stove plants, they grow naturally 
over a rather wide area in the west 
where it becomes cold, so that most 
of them do stand freezing 
weather. 

The cacti are such _ different 
plants from the familiar types that 
their botany is worth study. Thei: 
spines are modified leaves, so adapted 
as to reduce surface evaporation as 
well as to make them unattractive to 
animal life. The plant itself is usual- 
ly large, more or less spherical in 
shape, so that it presents the least 
amount of surface to the sun, and the 


below 
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center is usually full of water, the 
thick epidermis (skin) having few 
and small stomata (openings) that 
permit the transpiration of water 
Contrary to what one would normal- 
ly think, they do not have deep and 
widespread root systems that seek 
after water. Usually the roots ar¢ 
short, just enough to anchor th 
plant, and are there ready to absorb 
the infrequent rains. 

Like those of most plants that 
erow under adverse conditions, the 
flowers borne by cacti are usually 
undeniably beautiful, running to red, 
pink, yellow and white. They are 
usually large, often out of proportion 
to the size of the little plant. 

While most of the cacti are some- 
what small plants, the giant saguaros 
must be a wonderful sight in their 
native Arizona, where they are being 
preserved in their own national park.

OBITUARY 
David Gray Edwards 


David Gray Edwards, founder and 
senior partner of Poplar Avenue 
Nurseries, Memphis, Tenn., died

FUNGUS ON INCREASE 

A decided increase in the occur- 
rence of a damping-off fungus, Rhiz- 
octonia solani, has been noted during 
the past two years by researchers at 
the Connecticut agricultural experi- 
ment station, New Haven, Conn. 
The infections have been 
enough to cause the death of mature 
plants, particularly taxus and erica- 
ceous plants. 


severe 


In the cutting bench the infection 
causes a rotting of cuttings at the soil 
level, or it may cause rotting off of 
new roots. In a heavy infection the 
leaves of the cuttings turn yellow 
and drop, and the cuttings wither 
and die. In moderate to light infec- 
tions the cuttings may just not be 
too healthy. The fungus then is car- 
ried with the cuttings into pots or 
frames and eventually into the 
field, where the symptoms resemble 
drought injury even under irrigation. 

The best method of control is ster- 
ilization of the cutting bench by 
steam or formaldehyde before set- 
ting in the cuttings. If the fungus is 
noticed after the cuttings are in, a 
solution of oxyquinoline sulphate 
watered on the soil around the cut- 
tings or plants has given good con- 
trol. This has been used successfully 
in cutting benches of taxus. rooted 
cuttings of rhododendrons. arbor- 
vitae in pots and on 2-year-old taxus 
liners in the field. 

Oxyquinoline sulphate, a fungus- 
tatic rather than a fungicidal, should 
be used at the rate of one level tea- 
spoon to three gallons of water, or, 
stated in larger quantities, one pound 
to 500 gallons of water

QUARANTINE REGULATION 


Nurserymen and dealers who plan 
to ship barberry and mahonia stock 
interstate should make application 
for such authority, according to R. O. 
Bulger, leader of the barberry eradi- 
cation project, Minneapolis, Minn. 
Current authorizations will expire 
on September 30. Application forms 
have been sent to all the firms that 
are currently authorized to ship bar- 
berry and mahonia stock interstate. 
If any nurseryman or dealer desires 
to make application and does not re- 
ceive an application form, he should 
write to the plant pest control 
branch, agricultural research serv- 
ice, 301 Metropolitan building, Min- 
neapolis 1, Minn. 

The provisions of the federal black 
stem rust quarantine, number 38, re- 
quire that growers and dealers who 
ship barberry and mahonia stock in- 
terstate must obtain the necessary 
authority for such shipments. Au- 
thorizations are issued only after de- 
termination is made that the stock 
qualifies for interstate movement. 

Certain species and varieties of 
barberry and mahonia become in- 
fected with the stem rust fungus, 
which attacks wheat, oats, barley 
and rye. This disease was responsible 
for the loss of 180 million bushels— 
largely of wheat and oats—in 1953. 
Nurserymen and dealers who offer 
for sale only the rust-resistant spe- 
cies of barberry and mahonia which 
qualify under the provisions of the 
federal quarantine are helping to 
control the dreaded stem rust disease. 


ITHACA, N. Y., BEGINS 
DISEASE CONTROL PROGRAM 


An elm disease control campaign 
was started at Ithaca, N. Y., in 
February, when the first authentic 
case of Dutch elm disease was re- 
ported within the city limits. The 
first case in outlying areas was report- 
ed the past summer. 

Organization meetings were held, 
and a program was worked out 
under the direction of Dr. D. S. 
Welch, department of plant pathol- 
ogy, Cornell University. 

Radio and newspaper stories on 
the control of the disease were pub- 
lished throughout March. Citizens 
were urged to dispose of all recently 
dead elm wood to which the bark 
adhered firmly. The services of the 
city forester and the state inspector 
of the bureau of plant industry were 
secured, and the public was invited 
to call upon these agencies for in- 
specting elms on private property. 
Approximately 100 calls were re- 
ceived, and inspections revealed sev-

ger sites for beetle infestation. At 
least three cases were cleared up. 
This campaign will now be an 
annual affair. The cooperation of 
Boy Scouts, Girt Scouts and other 
youth organizations in the distribu- 
tion of literature and spotting trees 
will continue so that an annual in- 
ventory of the American elm at 
Ithaca and surrounding areas may 
result. 


YOUNG MEN NEEDED 

A committee comprised of mem- 
bers of the Connecticut Nursery- 
men’s Association, the Connecticut 
state board of education, the Con- 
necticut Florists Association and the 
Market Gardeners Association re- 
cently met at Hartford to discuss 
ways of attracting young persons to 
the various branches of agriculture. 
It is believed that a program to at- 
tract young persons to the industry 
is now needed, as figures released by 
the Connecticut state board of edu- 
cation reveal that the average age of 
agricultural workers in the state is 
95 years, which makes it apparent 
that there are few apprentices and 
replacement workers to keep nurs- 
eries and other agricultural indus- 
tries supplied in the future. 

A training program was proposed 
at the meeting, and the committee 
has sent out a questionnaire to find 
out the actual extent of the need for 
such training as a means of interest- 
ing young men and women of high 
school age in agricultural work. 


WISCONSIN GROUP ELECTS 

Stanley C. Foll, director of re- 
search for Holton & Hunkel Co., has 
been elected president of the newly 
organized Wisconsin Association of 
Agricultural Organizations. Homet 
Graber, Mineral Point livestock 
farmer, is vice-president. Thomas S.

The 
group was formed to bring together 
livestock interests, farm crop pro- 
ducers, food processors, horticultur- 
ists, dairymen and others.

The ease with which P. cinnamomi 
is disseminated, the wide host range 
of the fungus and the lack of any 
practical means of controlling the 
diseases caused by this pathogen may 
result in P. cinnamomi’s becoming a 
serious plant pathogen in Oregon. 


FOUR NEW PEARS 

Four new pears, which possess 
both the fine eating qualities of 
European pears and the disease re- 
sistance of Oriental pears, have 
recently been introduced by the Ten- 
nessee agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, Knoxville, Tenn. While crosses 
between European and Oriental 
pears have been made in the past, 
the crosses resulted only in gritty- 
textured, low quality fruits. The 
four new pears, named Dabney 
Ayres, Mooers and Hoskins, are an 
improvement in quality over previ- 
ous crosses and also retain disease 
resistance, being practically immune 
to fire blight. 

The Dabney ripens during the last 
week of July and early August. The 
fruit is medium-size and possesses 
a sweet, subacid flavor. This is a 
summer dessert pear. 

Ayres is an attractive, golden rus- 
set with a rose blush. It ripens in 
late August and early September. 
The flavor is extraordinarily good, 
and trees are healthy and vigorous. 

Mooers can be ripened from late 
October into December and _ has 
rated especially high for canning, 
although it is also good eaten fresh. 
It is a golden russetted pear with 
crisp subacid flesh. 

The Hoskins pear is a winter vari- 
ety picked about October 1—a time 
of the year when pears are scarce 
and expensive. The golden russet 
fruit of Hoskins has melting sub- 
acid flesh and is rated good for both 
dessert and canning purposes

Produce;Booklet on Trees 
By Ed. Mc Neill 


To encourage thoughtful tree 
planting programs in the southern 
California area, a committee of nurs- 
erymen from the southland chapters 
of the California Association of Nurs- 
erymen recently joined with the Edi- 
son Co., of southern Califarnia, to 
produce a 15-page color booklet on 
appropriate tree selections for street 
and yard planting. 

The purpose of the booklet was to 
list a group of suitable trees that 
would be satisfactory for the home- 
owner and also reduce the mainte- 
nance cost for the utility company 
by the recommendation of varieties 
that would not interfere with exist- 
ing power lines. At the suggestion of 
Al Kempf, southern California agent 
for Sweeney, Krist, & Dimm, horti- 
cultural printers, Portland, Ore., 
nurserymen were asked by George H. 
Sullivan, rural service representative 
of the Edison Co., for aid in deter- 
mining the best varieties 

Because of the vast differences in 
climate and topography in the area 
served by the Edison Co., it was de- 
cided by the committee to divide the 
recommended list into five zones 
seashore, coastal, inland, mountain 
and desert, with particular sugges- 
tions for each zone. 

The first selections were deter- 
mined in a committee meeting. Then, 
a master list was compiled and 
studied by each member. In a final 
session, the 10 best choices for each 
area were mutually agreed upon, 
with the balance listed as less suit- 
able trees. Deciding factors in the 
selections were principally hardiness, 


resistance to localized climatic prob- 
lems, freedom from pests, reasonably 
rapid growth and general avail- 
ability. 

At this point, the list was checked 
by prominent park superintendents, 
well-known southland horticultur- 
ists and members of the horticultural 
department at the University of 
California, Los Angeles. No changes 
were made in the nurserymen’s se- 
lections. Mr. Kempf assembled the 
material, planned the layout and 
wrote the copy. He was aided by 
Philip Chandler, Evans & Reeves 
Nurseries, Los Angeles. 

In addition to the pages contain- 
ing the suggested best trees, consid- 
erable space was allotted to general 
information concerning trees, ques- 
tions to consider before buying, a 
page of planting tips and a special 
section on flowering varieties. Good 
color pictures in addition to many 
fine black and white prints maintain 
interest in the copy. 

Representing the Edison Co., as 
head of the project, were George H. 
Sullivan, rural service representative, 
and Elmer Lee, supervisor of line 
clearing and tree surgery. Details of 
makeup, pictures, printing and copy 
became the handiwork of Al Kempf, 
agent for Sweeney, Krist & Dimm. 

Serving on the selection commit- 
tee from the California Association 
of Nurserymen were members from 
each southern California chapter. 
The group included Philip Chandler,

The two House retail branches 
cooperate in placing large, page- 
dominating advertisements in_ the 
Sunday issues of the Dallas news- 
papers. These advertisements, on 
which the nursery often spends $500 
or more for a single insertion, are 
directed at making immediate sales 
and feature whatever items the nurs- 
ery has in good supply. The sales- 
directed catch line, “Where Spend- 
ing Is Saving,” appears above a 
small drawing of the firm’s retail 
shop, and the terms of credit avail- 
able for landscaping work are con- 
spicuously stated along with an offer 
of free estimates. The phrase, “A 
Purchase From House’s Is An In- 
vestment That Grows In Beauty,” 
stands out in large boldface type ex- 
tending across the page. 


Build Customer Confidence 


A “leader” is often featured in 
the firm’s advertisements—a_ plant 
which is reduced about one third in 
price. Advertisements state how long 
the special price will be in effect, 
and the minute the time limit is 
reached, the plants are returned to 
their regular price. Leaders call at- 
tention to the advertisements, bring 


traffic to the salesyards. 


While advertising attracts many 
new customers, the firm also has 
many satisfied customers who return 
again and again. Repeat sales are 
the essence of a firm’s success, and, 
to keep repeat peak, 
House’s loses no opportunity to build 
customer confidence. If a customet 
buys a rose that fails to leaf out, he 
is given another cheerfully with the 
hope cordially expressed that this 
one will give the buyer more satis- 


sales at a 


factory performance. 

Of course, customers occasionally 
come to the nursery wrought up by 
what appears to them as great losses 
from plants they previously bought 
there. 

“In cases like this, I do not try to 
act as judge of the customer’s com- 
plaint,” Ee. Ga “I ob- 
tain the facts of the complaint stated 
so that we both understand. Then I 
ask the customer very frankly what 
he thinks I ought to do. I’m surprised 
at how fair most customers are. The 
wav they bluster in some times, one 
might think they wanted half the 
nursery. Usually, they are satisfied 
with much less than I would be will-

aquifolium) just outside the window. 
The two plants looked well com- 
bined, as might many others under 
the same conditions. 

Sometimes a small figure standing 
in the planting is effective. It should 
be placed at one side of the window,» 
about one third of the way toward 
the other end. This figure could point 
with its hand, suggesting that the 
observer look at the view. At night, 
when there is no longer an outside 
view, a soft light on this figure is a 
restful and pleasant addition to a 
room. Sometimes a figure becomes 
so much a part of the room that it 
practically draws full attention. 

Where windows reach to the floor 
level, the outside planting should be 
low. The indoor planting should cor- 
respond accordingly but does not 
have to be of the same _ height 
nor have the same size leaf. A little 
common sense goes a long way, even 
in landscaping. 

It is possible to blend the colors of 
the drapes or some other accessory 
with those of such foliaged plants as 
crotons, but foliage colors must be 
used strategically. 

An effective place to locate an in- 
door planting bed is in the hallway. 
Sometimes this bed is located near a 
window which is large enough to ac- 
commodate a planting. When this is 
not possible, a bed may be located so 
that it greets the entrant of the 
home. Living things, as plants, are 
often better qualified to welcome 
guests than a picture or a closet door. 
They extend the warm feeling of hos- 
pitality. Illustration A shows a hall- 
way with a built-in planting bed, in 
which are included the heartleaf 
philodendron, variegated screw pine, 
fittonia, Swiss cheese plant and 
schefflera. Colorful geraniums or be- 
gonias can be set in such a planting 
and changed as the occasion arises

done years after a house has been 
lived in. 

Let us see what was done on this 
job. The planting bed was ade- 
quately prepared with good drain- 
age and topsoil. The precaution of 
caring for termite proofing was not 
neglected in this case nor should it 
be in any case where soil is anywhere 
near wood. 

A skylight was installed above the 
planting so that the planting could 
receive light, or the hot summer sun 
could be prohibited from entering. 
The latter was effected by use of 
a drawstring and a collapsible bam- 
boo blind. A soft spotlight, ade- 
quately concealed, provides interest- 
ing lights and shadows on the plant- 
ing bed during the evening hours. 
This little extra attraction has given 
much enjoyment to the owners. 

This picture was taken from the 
living room. The home entrance is 
at the left of the picture and is 
evidenced by the strong light show- 
ing on the floor. A heavy planting of 
Philodendron panduriforme is pur- 
posely placed on the far side of the 
bed to prevent one psychologically 
from going in that direction. The 
heartleaf philodendron (Philoden- 
dron cordatum) is then used as a di- 
rectional arrow across the wall, sug- 
gesting that one should turn to the 
right after entering. The reason for 
this is that the spacious living room 
is at the right, and the bedroom and 
kitchen are at the left. 


Plants for Dark Areas 


Some plants have lower light re- 
quirements than others. This does 
not imply that they will not grow well 
where there is plenty of available 
light, because they will actually grow 
better here. A few plants that will 
grow reasonably well where there is 
not much light are various sanse- 
vierias, scheflera, Aglaonema com- 
mutatum and Aglaonema pictum, 
various philodendrons, Dieffenbachia 
amoena and Dieffenbachia picta, 
Norfolk Island pine, aspidistra, Dra- 
caena deremensis and Dracaena san- 
deriana. 

Planting beds can be used in almost 
any part of the house including the 
bathroom. I have seen a planting in 
a prepared area at one end of the 
bathtub. See illustration B. The 
planting was above the tub itself, 
and below the planting was a medi- 
cine cabinet. 

In another case, a planting bed 
marked the entrance to an adjoining 
room. See illustration C. This is in 
need of one or two plant additions. 
A small stone bed that blended with

some, a miticide should be added. 
Native hollies and planted ones must 
be sprayed for effective control. Dr. 
Hamilton stated, “It was observed 
that ladybird beetles gave a better 
control of scale on hollies than any of 
our sprays.” 

Tom H. B. Boothe, Glen Ridge, 
N. J., chairman of the membership 
committee, reported that the society 
now totals 540 members. He credited 
the excellent reporting of the fall 
meeting in the December 15, 1953. 
issue of the American Nurseryman 
with bringing in numerous requests 
for sustaining memberships.

boretum committee, Prof. Robert B. 
Clark, Rutgers University, depart- 
ment of ornamental horticulture, 
said that the society now has nine 
testing arboretums.

During the past 
year, Rutgers furnished testing ma- 
terial to the Washington National 
Arboretum, Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den and Swarthmore College.

The Rutgers’ collection of hollies 
has been increased by about one 
third during the past year, Professor 
Clark continued. It now has 328 
plants of 148 varieties, which are all 
American hollies. Of these, 66 are 
named, and 82 are merely numbered. 

Three new hedges of holly were 
established during the year for test- 
ing at Rutgers. Professor Clark re- 
lated that different methods of start- 
ing these hedges are being tested, 
and the desirability of using multi- 
ple-stemmed plants instead of sin- 
gle-stemmed plants is also being de- 
termined.

cial Christmas cut-holly orchardists 
along the castern seaboard. In the 
New England area, he mentioned 
that the Nova Scotia robins are 
prime offenders, stripping many 
trees well in advance of the holiday 
season. These robins are larger in 
size than those in the southern states. 
They spend winters in the Cape Cod 
area and do not migrate to warmer 
climates as the smaller southern 
robins. Apparently, some trees pro- 
duce berries which are more palata- 
ble to the birds, and these are 
stripped first, Mr. Wheeler stated. 
There appears to be a difference in 
the tastiness to the robins of berries 
produced by vigorous, healthy trees 
as contrasted to the berries found on 
slower growing trees. 

Mr. Wheeler announced _ that 
many methods have been tried in 
attempting to solve this problem, but 
no success was found. Spraying the 
trees with Paris green to the extent 
that the berries were actually green 
was one method tried and found un- 
successful. 

Discussion from the floor raised 
the possibility that perhaps an appli- 
cation of chicken manure or another 
type might have an influence in im- 
parting detractive flavors to the 
holly berries. Daniel Fenton reported 
that, in the New Jersey Silica Sand 
Co. holly orchards, the robins still 
expressed a preference for berries of 
healthy trees no matter how the 
trees were manured. 

Exhibits Bird Repeller 

Harry W. Dengler, extension for- 
ester, Maryland extension § service, 
College Park, Md., exhibited one of 
the latest bird and 4-footed maraud- 
er repellers now on the market. The 
new device, called Caw-Caw, the 
anti-crow fuse rope, is a slow burn- 
ing, specially developed rope in 
which fuses of firecrackers, salutes 
or cherry bombs are inserted at de- 
sired intervals. 

The rope is hung vertically in a 
field or orchard. It is then ignited 
at the bottom end and _ smolders 
away at the rate of about six inches 
every hour until the smolder reaches 
the firecracker. The bomb then ig- 
nites, drops to the ground and ex- 
plodes. 

The fuse rope is available in 48- 
foot hanks and costs about 3 cents 
a foot delivered. Firecrackers, of 
course, are purchased separately. 

When the bombs are spaced three 
inches apart, the explosions occu 
about every 27 minutes; when spaced 
12 inches apart, explosions occur 
about every two hours.

considerable capital and labor would 
be involved with no return for a 3- 
year period. First, their plans pro- 
vided for a 6x62-foot cable-heated, 
cold frame with sash for rooting the 
cuttings. After rooting, the cuttings 
were potted and replaced for pro- 
tection during the first winter. Next, 
they built three 12x72-foot bin-type 
beds to accommodate 2,500 plants 
in 6-inch pots. These were made so 
that the plants could be covered with 
sash when the plants became avail- 
able. 

Mr. and Mrs. Dichl also erected a 
60x90-foot aluminum lath house for 
3 and 4-year-old plants. A 10x20- 
foot potting shed provides a suitable 
place for this chore and also fur- 
nishes storage space. 

To eliminate weeding, eight inches 
of sand was placed in all growing 
areas in which to set the potted 
plants, and an overhead irrigation 
system was installed to eliminate 
hand watering. Both of these have 
proved to be a labor and water saver. 

Mr. Dichl said that they are ex- 
tremely quality-conscious in all de- 
tails—stock, stationery, advertising 
and the appearance of all aspects of 
their nursery. They feel these are 
important in clinching sales. Each 
customer is supplied with detailed 
planting instructions and a specially 
prepared booklet telling about the 
types and uses of the hollies. 

The Dichls believe that their pol- 
icy of selling only well-established, 
3-year plants is paying off, even 
though they have requests for young- 
er stock. Because many of the 
younger plants sold by other nurs- 
erymen fail to survive, Mr. Diehl 
advised the nurserymen to do as he 
is doing, in reference to being qual- 
ity-conscious. Repeat sales are sure 
to result from this policy, he con- 
cluded.

The idea and dream of the late 
Arthur Hoyt Scott, former president 
of the Scott Paper Co., for plantings 
at Swarthmore College, dates back to 
the 20’s. Mr. Scott, an amateur gar- 
dener with a deep affection for fine 
plants, found himself beset with the 
same problem as every small land- 
owner finding the most suitable 
plants for areas of limited space. 
After considerable travel to visit fa- 
mous plant collections, he conceived 
the idea of establishing a garden 
where a large number of different 
plants could be displayed to the pub- 
lic for their horticultural uses 
instead of strictly scientific study. 
His idea was to establish a variety 
of reliably hardy plants of horticul- 
tural and landscape value to guide 
visiting homeowners in selecting 
species most suited to their particu- 
lar surroundings. 

Since Mr. and Mrs. Scott were 
both alumni of Swarthmore College 
and resided in that immediate vicin- 
ity, it was only natural that they 
should approach officials of the col- 
lege with their plan. This met with 
the immediate approval of the head 
of Swarthmore’s botany department, 
Dr. Samuel C. Palmer. 


Scotts Meet John C. Wister 


Shortly before World War I, Mr. 
and Mrs. Scott met John C. Wister, 
who was at the time a recent land- 
scape graduate of Harvard, with an 
inquisitive nature into the ways and 
wiles of plants. The untimely death 
of Mr. Scott, in February, 1927, pre- 
vented him from developing his gar- 
den in any detail. Two years afte1 
his death, however, Mrs. Arthur 
Hoyt Scott and other members of 
the Scott family made it possible to 
establish the foundation that now 
bears his name. Dr. John C. Wister, 
widely known and eminently respect- 
ed authority on horticultural sub- 
jects, was appointed director on 
January 1, 1930, a position he has 
held to the present time. 

The primary purpose of the Scott 
foundation is not only to beautify 
the college campus but also to 
attract the attention of casual visi- 
tors and beginners in gardening, to 
plants suitable for their own condi- 
tions in the eastern Pennsylvania 
area. 

The campus at Swarthmore totals 
about 250 acres. The landscaping 
covers 40 acres of these and follows

a definite botanical plan, by which 
members of the different plant fam- 
ilies are grouped together. These 
arrangements are neither, stiff nor 
formal; the plants all blend in beau- 
tifully with the walks, roads, lawns 
and buildings. There are approxi- 
mately 1,000 different plant species 
and between 4,000 and 5,000 varie- 
ties of plants. The magnolias, flow- 
ering cherry trees, flowering apple 
trees, lilacs, azaleas, rhododendrons, 
daffodils, iris, peonies, day lilies and 
chrysanthemums are Swarthmore’s 


strongest lines. 


Action of Soil Nutrients 


Wallace A. Mitcheltree, extension 
specialist in soils, Rutgers Univer- 
sity, New Brunswick, presented a 
most interesting discussion on how 
nutrients act in the soil. This action, 
he said, based on simple chemistry 
and physics, is controlled by plus 
and minus electrical charges. With 
the aid of magnets, Mr. Mitcheltree 
demonstrated how similar poles re- 
pel each other while unlike poles 
attract. Electrical charges of nutrient 
components in the soil act in a simi- 
lar fashion—like charges repelling 
with dissimilar charges attracting. 

The key to understanding nutrient 
chemistry comes from a study of 
water. Water, Mr. Mitcheltree ex- 
plained, is composed of a hydrogen 
plus ion and an oxygen-hydrogen 
minus ion. Hydrogen is a highly ex- 
plosive gas, while the hydroxide (the 
combination of hydrogen and oxy- 
gen) is an elusive compound. When 
the two are brought together, their 
unlike charges attract one another. 
and they form the safe, common and 
stable compound of water. 

Like water, plant nutrients or fer- 
tilizers are composed of plus and 
minus ions in the soil. The electrical 
waves of these ions actually reach 
out from their sources: these areas 
of attractions are called the zones of 
influence. These zones are greatet 
for some materials and lesser for 
others. 

The clay and organic matter in 
the soil is chemically active with

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unsatisfied minus charges. When so- 
dium nitrate is added to the soil, the 
negative nitrate is forced away from 
the soil particles and into the soil 
solution. If a heavy rain follows an 
application of sodium nitrate, the 
nitrate is washed out of the soil, since 
it is not attached to anything. 

On the other hand, when am- 
monium sulphate is added to the soil, 
the ammonium, which includes the 
nitrogen plant-using nutrients, is 
attracted to the free minus electrical 
charges, since it is a plus ion. Thus, 
a heavy rain, after an application of 
this fertilizer, does not dissolve the 
valuable nitrogen, because it is elec- 
trically attached and will resist watet 
movement that passes it. 

With a most ingenious arrange- 
ment of magnetically attracted and 
labeled boxes representing the com- 
ponents of various fertilizers and a 
mechanical device of flashing colored 
lights amidst an enlarged cross-sec- 
tion of a soil profile, Mr. Mitchel- 
tree demonstrated the effects of va- 
rious fertilizer applications to the 
soil. 

He continued his discussion by 
saying that an overdosage of the im- 
proper grade of fertilizer can actual- 
ly reduce crop yields. Best yields can 
be produced where the nutrient con- 
tent of a soil is inventoried by a soil 
analysis. 

In summarization, Mr. Mitchel- 
tree stated that the nutrient status 
is not the only controlling factor in 
plant growth. The crop must be 
matched to the soil, crops must be 
rotated, topsoil must be kept in 
place, the organic matter must be 
maintained or increased, lime must 
be added if needed and fertilizer 
should be applied when necessary. 
In conclusion, he built up a pyramid 
of six wooden, labeled boxes relating 
to the six factors of good soil man- 
agement. He said, “Leave any one of 
these factors out, and you will be 
throwing a monkey wrench into the 
works.” Whereupon, Mr. Mitchel- 
tree threw a large monkey wrench 
into the pyramid. The resultant 
crash dramatically illustrated his 
point. 

Japanese Dwarf Tree Discussed 

The society enjoyed a brief but 
delightful talk on the bonsai or Japa- 
nese dwarf tree by Dr. George S. 
Avery, Jr., Brooklyn Botanic Gar- 
den. Dr. Avery mentioned that 
Japanese tree dwarfing is a high art 
and calls for skill and patience. 
Careful selection of plants, skillful 
pruning, binding of roots, repotting 
and the artful training of branches

quisite little trees. In reply to in- 
quiries from the audience, Dr. Avery 
said that advertisements, currently 
appearing in many gardening maga- 
zines, offering seeds and the secrets 
of dwarfing trees quickly, are con- 
siderably inaccurate as to. their 
claims. 


Uses of Holly 


The formal program ended with 
an evaluation, by Allen Davis, of the 
uses of holly in landscaping as ex- 
perienced by the Upper Bank Nurs- 
eries, Media, Pa. This nursery has 
been collecting exotic hollies for 
many years. Mr. Davis said that 
they are found to be useful for 
hedges, foundation plantings and 
shrub borders and also provide at- 
tractive winter decorations. 

Mr. Davis reported that they have 
specimens of ciliospinosa ranging up 
to 18 feet. Their columnar habit. 
color and hardiness make them use- 
ful for specimens of foundation 
plantings. “We have only male 
plants,” he stated, “but berried speci- 
mens are coming onto the market 

Cornuta, and its form burfordi, 
has been used for many years. 
These forms are excellent for hedg- 
ing and specimens, but in founda- 
tion plantings, they may become too 
large. The berries are large and can 
be seen from afar. 

The crenata types are useful in a 
great many ways, either clipped 
unsheared. Upper Bank Nurseries 
have had specimens thriving in ex- 
tremely hot situations between a 
concrete walk and against a brick 
wall with a southern exposure. 

Convexa does not grow well unde 
hot conditions and likes a little shade 
or an eastern exposure. Heller, 
Kingsville Dwarf and Stokes are all 
wonderful for foundations and the 
small terraces of modern homes. 

Pedunculosa was grown 16 to 18 
feet tall. Plants can be moved eas- 
ily and appear to be hardy. They, 
too, can be sheared. This is an ever- 
green type of tree, with a hardwood 
type of growth, and gives a colorful 
appearance in winter. 

Pernyi is as good as a Japanese 
bonsai. It endures the hot sun and 
does not need much attention. It 
does need shearing, however, to 
make good plants. This holly might 
make an excellent hedge for a nar- 
row and restricted area, Mr. Davis 
concluded. 


The meeting adjourned, and Dr. 
Wister conducted the group on an 
explanatory tour of the Swarthmore 
campus. The tour ended at the jon- 
quil and daffodil trial grounds, 
where the members were invited to 
pick as many flowers as they wished. 
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
